The first idea of certain hieroglyphics being 
intended to represent sounds was suggested by 
Dr. Young,' who, from the names of Ptolemy 
and Berenice, had pointed out nine, which have 
since proTed to be correct ; the former taken from 
the Rusetta inscription, and the latter deduced 
with singular ingenuity from the enchorial of the 
same monument.* Working upon this basis,

Mods. CharapoUion, with happy success, made 
out four or five others, as also about thirty syno- 
nyraes ; and by the ingenious application of these, 
the merit of which is all his own, he has been 
able to turn to effect the discovery, and to decy- 
pher therewith a great number of the names of 
the Ptolemies and of the Roman emperors, to- 
gether with their titles, which fortunately gives 
us the means of determining the date of most of 
the temples built within the period of their rule. 
M ons. Champollion has not only accomplish- 
ed this, but has suggested (though, as Dr. Young 
thinks, with little success) the application of 
these, or other coi^neric characters, to reading 
the names of the old Egyptian sovereigns, 
which undoubtedly is a great desideratum, and 
might lead to some important conaequmces in 
the way of illustrating the ancient history of the 
country ; at the same time that he himself states 
in his " Ijetlre h Mons. Dacier," which is the 
last work of his that I have seen on this subject, 

of nhich, in fact, little more is yet known, than that con- 
tained in his " Vocabulary."

It may be right here to state, that I bad con- 
ceived, from the cursory notice of this discovery 
in the " Journal des Savans," and in the letters 
of my friends, a very decided prejudice against 
the phonetic system, as conceiving it to be 
founded on too conjectaral a basis ; but having 
lately received Mons. Champollion's pamphlet, 
as well as that of Dr. Young on hieroglyphics, 
I set myself seriously to the examination of their 
contents, being unwilling to suppose that so 
much importance could be given, without reason, 
by many persons of acknowledged talents in 
Europe, to a discovery which app^red to me 
only a very vague and conjectural hypothesis. 
This led to a complete conviction of my error, 
and induced me not only to entertain a just 
appreciation of its value, from having been able 
to confirm almost every point laid down by 
Mons. Cbampollion from my own sketches, but.

with the assistance of the latter, to add some 
important ' names, as well as other phonetic 
characters, that are likely to conduct to results 
of still higher value than those already attained 
by its authors, and to give a new lustre to this 
interesting discovery. 

These I shall now proceed to lay before you, 
and must heg your patience as 1 advance, it 
being my desire to make every step as clear and 
intelligible to you as to myself, which can only 
be done by what may appear, at first sight, too 
prolix an attention to detail. I must, first of all, 
suppose you to be perfectly acquainted with the 
work of Mons. Champollion ; and not that you 
have cursorily run over it, but that you have 
attentively studied it, and with constant reference 
to the plates. 

I shall now lay before you plate I, accom- 
panying this, containing a number of rings co- 
pied entirely from my own sketches in Upper 
Egypt, in which you will observe that I have 
been able to add the names of Arsinoe and 
Philip the father of Alexander, and also to 
correct the name of Berenice. In the hierogly-

pbicB allotted to the last, botii Dr. Young and 
Mons. Charapollion concur in giving a goose 
of Nile as the final character; but in all the rings 
that I have collected containing that name at 
Kamak, Edfou, little temple near Esn^,' Dakke, 
&c., the bird ia either an hawk or a crow, or 
eagle, as in the name of Cleopatra ; nor do I as 
yet find any other bird to which the sound of 
A can be attributed. Mons. Champollion, be- 
ndes the goose for A, has given the same hiero- 
glyphic for S, and the chicken' for A, from 
his ring containing the name of Alexander ; but 
for neither of these do I find in my sketches 
any certain authority. 

The name of Arsinoe was found by me at Gau 
Kibeer, at Edfou, and at Dakk6— the first' is 
clearly with Mons. Champollion's characters 
APXINE at fiill ; the second* APSI, with a con- 
traction ; and the thu^' APXfi, together with a 
figure of Isis, that seems to imply goddess ; and

in all three is adjoined the egg ahd half circle, 
denoting female. It is to be observed, that the 
<»ie at Dakk6 is found in a dedication, in con- 
junction with the names of Ptolemy and Be- 
renice. At Kamak, on the noble propylon 
there, the finest specimen of l^ptian sculpture 
remaining, the name of Arsinoe is found in con- 
junction vith thatof Ptolemy, vho is designated 
as " father " of Ptolemy who had for his wife 
Berenice ; and in the same monument is repre* 
sented an image of the king Ptolemy, dressed 
after the Greek feshion, which is also to be ob- 
served on many other of the Ptolemaic temples. 
The name of Philip' is still more satis&ctory. 
It is found on the granite sanctuary at Kamak ; 
and on the same building is repeated the name 
of Alexander,* who is termed Mi-Amun, beloved 
of Amon. The name is clearly expressed 
^AEEnOS in Mons. Gbampollion's characters, 
which approaches as near to the sound of the 
Greek as any other name discovered, excepting 
that of KAEOUATPA,^ which accords, as it

vere, letter for letter, wiUi the Greek.' The 

' The developement of ui hierogl^hical alphabet is al- 
lowed by Mom. ChainpoUion to have been mainly derived 
from a comparison of the sereial tlga* whose combinations 
were known to cconpose respectively the names of Ptolemy 
and of Cleopatra : be is, however, less precise in informing 
ns ttotn what sources this important previons knowledge was 
obtained. The name of Ptolemy had long since been pub- 
lished as such from the Rosetta stone, and had subsequenUy 
been confirmed by a collation with other £^ptian monu- 
ments. The first discovery of the name Cleopatra is due 
to Hr. W. J. Bankes, in 1818. 

The several steps by which this name, the most perfect in 
orthogiraphy of any yet decyphered, and that which has, in a 
manner, fiirai shed the key to all the rest, was first ascertain- 
ed, deserve to be recorded, since, while they exhilnt the pro- 
cess of the discovery, they fiimish also a plain wid popalar 
proof of its authenticity. 

All who are conversant with the sculptures on Egyptian 
monuments will have remarked on them the multiplied re- 
currence of a single figure, or of a pair of figures, offering 
to the gods, or receiving something from them, in almost 
every compartment, the more advanced figure, where there 
are two, being the male, and the female following; in other 
numerous instances the male is alone ; the i 
the female singly is comparatively rare.

characters representing the name of Philip are 

In each of these cases, however, it is observable that 
where the pair appear once upon an edifice, they will, for the 
most part, be seen Bimilarly associated thioughoat ; and the 
■aine systematic repetition obtains with the figure, whether 
male oi female, when represented singly, to a multiplicatioa 
almost without limit, and with little other variation, excepting 
in the details of the dress, or nature of the offering. 

This circumstance led Mr. Bankes to suspect such figures 
to have been intended rather for conventional portraits of 
the founder and foundress of the building, or occupant of 
the sepulchre, than for priests or priestesses, or mere mytho- 
logical persons in the abstract, as more commonly supposed. 
In order to try the grounds of this conjecture farther, he 
caused a search to be made for the original sarcophagus in 
one of the very few tombs at Thebes, (for there seem to be 
only two there of any note so circumstanced,) where the 
female figure is seen represented singly throughout. The 
granite cover was accordingly found, and exhibits externally 
a female figure, habited as Isis, sculptured in high relief; 
whereas in the innumerable tombs, on whose walls the repre- 
sentation of the other sex predominates, this place is uniform- 
ly allotted to a male with the attributes of Osins.. Thus was a 
strong additional presumption obtained, that the female upon 
the walls was identified with a female whose remains had oc- 
cupied this depository, and the deduction seemed to extend to 
other cases by analt^. Mr. Banlies next observed that, as

contaiDed, it ia to be observed, in tbe second 

the Greek inscription upon the propylsum at Dioapolia PaTVft 
furniflhei the only example extant in all Egypt of the name 
of a queen Cleopatra preceding (instead of following) that 
of a lung Ptolemy, (which is to be accounted for by referring 
it to the regency or reign of that Cleopatra who was guar- 
dian to her son,) so does the sculpture on the same building 
furnish the only example, where the female figure, offering, 
takes a precedence over that of the man : these therefore, it 
seemed more than probable, must be intended for Cleopatra 
and Ptolemy. Accordingly, Mi. Bankes proceeded to con- 
front the supposed name of Ptolemy, as furnished to him 
from the Bosetta stone by Dr. Young, witb the bieroglyphi- 
cal designation over the male figure, and found an exact 
agreement. 

Here was a fresh testimony afforded to the soundness of 
that discovery, and the strongest presumption esUbliahed, 
that tbe characters inTmounting the female must be those 
which designated Cleopatra. 

The next step was to examine, whether the same two 
names could be found on the shaft of tbe obeKsk which Mr. 
Bankes was removing from Philee, that being a known me- 
morial of a Ptolemy and his two Cleopatras ; and upon both 
being detected, not upon that only, but upon a little temple 
afso at Philse, where Mr. Bankesbaddiscovered a dedicatory 
inscription in Greek of the same sovereigns, the matter was 
brought to complete proof, and the result was accordingly

ring, preceded by the goose and globe ; but in 
the.preceding one,' instead of the name of Alex- 

communicated 1>5 Hr. B. both to Mi. Salt and to Dr. Young, 
and noted by him also in pencil in the margin of many 
copies, which he afterwards distributed, of the lithographic 
print of hie obelisk ; it was so noted, amongst others, in the 
maii^in of that sent to Paris to be presented to the French 
Institute by Hons, Denon. 

To the plate of that obelisk Mons. Champollioa refers 
for the discovery and proof of this important name; but it 
will be obvious that, without other data, a mere collation 
of the Greek on the pedestal with the hieroglyphics on the 
shaft could not, in this instance, have led to such a result, 
the name of two distinct Cleopatra* being recited in the 
Greek text, whilst (he only name (besides that of Ptolemy) 
which occurs twice in the hieroglyphs, is not that of Cleopa- 
tra, but one which seems to contain the mystic title, whose pre- 
cise interpretation is still unknown, as is that also of a fourth 
name, which, like Cleopatra, occurs once only, and is diffe- 
rent from all.

ander, as upon Dr. Young's system might be 
expected, are theim^;es of two deities, with other 
hien^lfphics, that would seem to represent 
beloved (Mf) of Amun Fhre, and perhaps Osiris; 
and so the name of Alexander is sculptured on 
the same sanctuary,' in the second ring, pre- 
ceded by the goose and globe, while the first 
ring is filled up with his more mystic titles. 

The name of Alexander is also foond on the 
remains of a fine ruined granite propylon on 
the island of Elephantina,* and there too, in 
the second preceded by anothei^ with honorary 
tiUes, among which is clearly to be made out the 
word Amun. The name of Alexander is also 
sculptured in the interior of the sanctuary at 
Luxor. 

The rest of plate I. will not want any other 
observations than what will be found in the ex- 
planations that accompany it. 

' The sanctuary does not appear to me to hare been 
erected by Alexander, as we find upon it also the name 
of Rameses Thothmosis : a considerable portion of it, 
however, seems to liave beeo Bculptured by his orderi.

I DOW proceed to plate II, which is entirely 
taken, as the first, fivm my o^n sketches, and 
selected from some hundred others, as repre- 
senting the different names of the emperors, 
somewhat diflferently from those published by 
Mons. Champollion. Tlie additions I have been 
able to make are the names of Nero' and Com- 
modas,* several interesting names of Adrian' 
and Antoninus,* and one which appears to be 
Marcus Verus Antoninus Sebastos Autokra- 
tor Caesar,^ forming the ornaments of a cornice 
in the interior of a small propylon on the west 
of the island of Philae. The name of Domitian 
alone*^ is copied from the Beneventine obelisk, as' 
given by Zoega. From these names I have been 
able.to deduce about twenty new synonymes, all 
of which are marked in the explanations of plate 
II, with a reference to the particular ring or 
rings by which they have been established, and 
I have noted also the temple from which each 
ring was taken. I have particularly to note

that the name of Autokratur Adrianus' is taken 
from the columns in the little temple near Ean^; 
in which are inscribed two Greek inscnptions 
of about the same date.* I also cannot help 
referring to No. 12, as establishing clearly a 
character like a pair of tongs for the letter T, 
and to 14, 9, 8, as establishing the scarabee 
for Ay T or 6, both of these characters being of 
great consequence in points which I have here- 
after to touch upon. 

/t may be here a proper place, as I am about 
to leave my guides, to sum up the reasons which 
have induced me to believe in the correctness of 
the phonetic system, vague as it must appear on

the first view, and unlike as it is to every thing 
appertaining to what we have been taught to 
conceive of a written character. In the first 
place, the fact of there being a similar usa^ of 
phonetic characters in an existing language, the 
Chinese, as very aptly instanced by Dr. Young, 
is a circumstance much in its favor ; then the 
progress of the discovery, and the facts con- 
nected with it, the name of Ptolemy being 
taken from the Rosetta inscription, and conse- 
quently resting on the basis of an accompanying 
Greek translation; the name of Berenice, so 
happily deduced by Dr. Young Irom the en- 
chorial on the same stone ; the circumstance of 
the same name of Ptolemy being found on so 
many buildings evidently of a posterior date in 
the style of their architecture to the older monu- 
ments of £^pt ; the name of Cleopatra being 
found as mother to a young Ptolemy at Kment 
and Koos, at the latter of which there is a 
Greek inscription, in which Cleopatra is repre- 
sented as reigning with ber son ; the same 
being represented as wife to a Ptolemy at Gau 
Kibeer, at Dakk6, in a little temple at Fhilse, 
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dedicated to Venus Aphrodite, and in another 
discovered l^ me, dedicated to Esculapius, of 
which I shall have hereafter to speak ; in all of 
which it corresponds to the same name in Greek 
inscriptions found there; and also the same 
name accompanying in so many other temples 
the name of Ptolemy ; the name of Ptolemy 
vritb Cleopatra being, on the fine propylou at 
Kamak, represented as son of Ptolemy and 
Arsinoe; the name of Alexander, son of Amun, 
being found togetiier with that of Philip ; the 
nameofPtolemybeing, asatEdfou, followed by 
the title of Alexander, and by the name of Be- 
renice his wife ; the titles of Autokrator-Se* 
bastos, £usebeBj Kaisar, being continually found 
with the names of the emperors, hut never with 
those of the Ptolemies ; the titles of Germani- 
cus, Dacicus, being found annexed only to the 
sovereigns who bear those titles on their medals ; 
the name of Adrian being prefixed, as it should 
be, to the name of the emperor Trajan ; the 
greater part of the names of the emperors, from 
Augustus to Commodus, being found on tem- 
ples and edifices evidently, in their style, of a

more modem date llian those of the age of the 
Ptolemies, the more recent of these bnildings 
bearing evident marks of a very corrupt taste, as 
at Contra-Latupolis, little temple near Esn^, and 
the temple at Kolapshi ; the circumstance of 
these names and titles not being confined to a 
few isolated rings, but being engraved by hun- 
dreds and thousands, throughout the separate 
edifices, and there being no other rings in the 
said edifices but what apply to those who had a 
share in the construction ; the ring containing 
the name of Adrian being sculptured on a co- 
lumn, the hieroglyphics of which are known 
by a Greek inscription to have been sculptured 
immediately alter that reign ; the name of 
Soter being repeatedly to be made out in 
the phonetic characters among the hiert^ly- 
phics on a mummy-case of a person whose 
name was Soter,* as appears by the inscription 
in Greek written on the same case, and above all, 
this Dame being found placed exactly after the 
name of Osiris, as Dr. Young had before stated 
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the names of the deceased to be found in hiero- 
glyphics on the body of most papyri. 

Tkete and many other analogous circum- 
stances make out such a body of concurring 
testimony as cannot in my mind be resisted, 
and which the more accurately they are ex- 
amined into, the more they corroborate, prove, 
and establish the certainty of this phonetic 
alphabet, and tiie truth of the deductions which 
Mods. Cbampollion has drawn from it. 

I may here premise, that it is of great conse- 
quence towards deciphering the names of the 
old E^ptian kings, to which subject I shall 
now proceed, to observe, that in almost all the 
examples that have come before me where the 
Emperors, and, infi%quent instances, where the 
Ptolemies are designated, the name of the king 
is found in the second ring, the first ordinarily 
containing their mystic or other titles, notwith- 
standing that the wasp and plant are placed 
before the first ring, and the goose of the Nile 
and globe before the last This makes it almost 
impossible, that the two latter signs' should re>

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present *' son of," as so goieralty supposed, on 
Dr. Young's authority, as it would render the 
readily in most cases absolute nonsense; of 
which I may cite as instances, the rings where 
Alexander is. named at Kamak, those con< 
tainii^ the titles and name of Philip, those coiw 
taining the titles and name of Cleopatra at Coos, 
and elsewhere, omittii^ innumerable other ex- 
amples thtU stand in the same predicament. It 
struck me indeed some years ago, that the goose 
and globe, the former of which, on Horus 
Apollo's authority,' ought to represent " son," 
might rather be distinct ngns> and, as we have 
good reason to think that the ckcle represents 
" Re," or the. Sun, that the two tc^ther might 
ad mit of the interpretation, " Son of the Sun ;" 
and the circumstance of this very title, " o 'Ho; 

' HoniB Apollo says, " Filium volentes si^ificare tuI- 
panseiem ping^nit," and adds a reason for it that holda 
good to this day — " that the old geese stay with their young 
IB the most imminent danger, at the risk of their own liTes, 
which I hate myself frequently vitnesied." " VuIpanBer" 
is the " goose of the Nile ;" and wherever this goose i» ' 
represented on the walls of the temples in colours, the 
resemblance may be clearly traced. 
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H>Mu" being, in fi&ct, placed jost in the corre- 
sponding position before the name of Ptolemy 
in tbe Rosetta inscription, gives almost a cer- 
tainty to my conjecture.' This conjecture is 
confirmed also by my having been able to trace 
the word " son" as designated by the goose 
and a single numeral, or oblong square,* de- 
noting masculine, as in many instances at 
Dakkk, at the little temple of Isis Thebes, on a 
fragment of a statue in my possession, and at 
Eleitbias, where I first clearly ascertained the 
point, SB also that " daughter " is expressed by 
tbe goose and a balf-circle * (the round upper- 
most), and likewise at Elephantina and other 
places. 

' Since all the Ptolemies (the first o&ly excepted) were aUo 
80D3 of Ptolemies, a patronymic in their case must almost 
always have been a mere repetition of the name ; and the 
circumstance of the first oval difiering always totally from 
the second on die monuments of that dynasty, is in itself 
enoDgh to overturn the system of hieroglyphicat pationymics 
as expressed in that form — a fact pointed out by Mr. Banke» 
to Dr. Young some years since. — London, 1825.

represents tbe "goose" than, as Dr. Young 
supposed, the globe and serpent I hare ano* 
tber circumstance to mention that will, I trust, 
satisfy the most incredulous. 

At Phils I discovered, rather high up on the 
side of a temple, two double inscriptions, each 
in small hieroglyphical and its corresponding 
enchorial characters, which seemed on exami- 
'nation to bear great analogy to tbe Roselta in- 
scription. Unfortunately all of them have been 
cut through, and most sadly effaced by figures 
and larger hieroglyphics subsequently carved on 
the walls. 

I made out, however, on my last journey, by 
the assistance of a ladder, with great difficulty 
and several days' labour, taking such moments

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as the sun favonred my project, a great part of 
Ihe first,' aad the two last lines of one of the 
inscriptions ;* and in the former we have most 
fortunately the fonnula complete, which is 
wanting in the Roeetta inscription, that runs 
thus : — *' Son of the Sun, Ptolemy immortal, 
beloved of Pthah, God illustrious, Son of the 
king Ptolemy and his sister,' full of wisdom, 
Cleopatra, God's Epiphanes ;" and in the last

of the Ring full of wisdom. Son of the Snn, 
Ptolemy and his quera and wife Cleopatra, 
God's beneficent ;" ' and, Aere, Son of the Sun

Mr. Salt, when . he hazarded this conjecture, was not 
aware that the Greek text of the royal decrees referred to in 
the engraved inscription npon that pedestal had been dis- 
oovered upon the upper member of it, and in great part 
satiifiictorily made out, since its arrival in England. 

The letters are very little discemible, excepting by the 
favour of some particulu UghtM, having been traced npon 
the plane surface of the granite in paint only, or more 
probably in some oily preparation which was a ground-work 
for gilding; since such a distinctioD might have been 
thought doe to this mark of royal favour : and it ii perhaps 
difficult upon any other supposition to account for the fact, 
that these, the more important docotnents, are registered 
npon the surface only, while the original petition is deeply 
cut into the stone. The formulary of these decrees (for 
there are two) has not any analogy with that deciphered by 
Mr. Salt, and recited in the text, lliey both run in the 
names of king Ftolemy and the two queens Cleopatra, the 
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is represented by the goose of the ^File and 
globe, and Son by the goose and oblong sqnare. 
There is also another circumstance which 
confirms my coigecture. I have a fine moou- 
ment of maiUe, wb«e the characters in one of . 
the ovals (containing probably Uie name) hare 
been throughout intentionally erased, and they 
are always those of the second ring, the charac- 
ters in the first being left untouched. I have 
observed the same foot on several temples 
where the name of the founder has been dis- 
placed by that of a Ptolemy, while the titles in 
the first ring have been preserved as suiting 
equally well, no duubt,a Ptolemy as a Pharaoh.'

detected by him in many other instanceB, of the tttidied and 
syBtemauc eraiure of some one particular character, vhere- 
erer it shall have occurred as the component part of a parti- 
cular name; There is a Etriking example of this in the 
British Muieum upon a sitting statue of white stone pre- 
sented by Mr. Salt, where in five or six instances (that is to 
say, in every instance where the rings containing names 
occur on or abont the figure) the first character inclosed in 
the second of the two rings is purposely obliterated ; and it 
makes the case the more remarkable that this is the very 
same name which has undergone a similar mutilation at 
Luxor, and the same which is also given in a similar state 
on Mr. Salt's IVth plate. No. 13, where be mentions that 
he received it from the Eastern Desert. Mr. Salt reads 
the name in question Amenoph. Are we to infer then, 
that in tiiis insUnce the first character vras not, like 
all the rest, employed as a letter, but rather stood there as 
some prefix of honour, or of superstition? or, if a letter, was 
there some original error or some subsequent alteration of 
orthography? The first seems ^emore probable solution ; 
yet it may be worth remarking, that the name Amenoph 
may have been sometimes written Phamenoph, aa the 
Egyptian month is, unless indeed the PA in this case be 
simply the Coptic article prefixed. 
The character so carefully effaced in this instance appears 
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whole of the names and titles being comprised 
in one ring,' tc^ether with the wasp and plants 
and goose and globe, as usdall; arranged. The 
name is that of Misarte,* the king who erected 
the obelisk now standing at Matarea. That iJie 
two rings, even of those which refer to the an- 
dent kings, contain the name and titles of one 
king only, b proved from the hierc^lyphics on 
the granite tablet below the Sphinx, where both 
are occupied by the name of Ramesee Toth- 
mosis, and arranged after the wasp and plant, 
without the intervention of the goose and globe ; 
and it is remarkably that the latter characters 
are neva* used throughout this tablet 

This point, therefore, I shall consider as 
clearly established, that the goose and globe re-

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present "Son of the Sun," and not "Son of," 
as has always hitherto been supposed. 

It has long ago been remarked, and by a 
very able scholar and Insist, Dr. Murray, 
whose early detUh mnst long be a subject of 
regret, that tbe names of the Egyptian kings 
handed down to us are all derived from the 
names of the £^yptian deities ;' and it conse* 
quently follows, that to arrive at any precise 
knowledge of the mode in which these names 
are written, we must become acquainted with 
the signs and 0gures meant to represent those 
ddties, more especially as it seems to have 
been the practice, as is evident in the rings that 
contain the titles of the Ptolemies and Roman 
emperors, to mix the images of ibe difierent 
deities together with the hieroglyphics that repre- 
sent the name. Some idea of this kind led me,

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daring my last voyage, to a particular Btody on 
this point that was not unattended with success, 
and this enabled me to ascertani the hien^ly* 
pliical names of several different deities that 
now prove to be clearly phonetic. At (he time 
I was thus occupied, I confess that my patioice 
was nearly exhausted by observii:^ how often 
the name in a temple was varied, sometimes 
being represented by hieroglyphics, sometimes 
by images of the different deities, and sometimes 
by the sceptre only of those particular deities ; 
yet,a8 1 remarked, that there wasstillsome kind 
of order in the midst of this seeming confusion, 
and that a c«tain manner of engraving each 
name was usually predominant, I persisted in 
pursuing my object, and succeeded in examining 
and copying a considerable portion of the rings 
with names, throughout all the different edifices 
below, and at PbiUe. I had before done some- 
thing of the same kind, but not so much as 1 
could have wished, in Nubia. 

At Thebes, I may observe, that I was parti- 
cularly struck with the repetition of the charac- 
ters and figure which I now find to represent 
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the Thebaic **Amun," or "Amim Re," bat 
which I then attributed to Phre only. In fact 
it seems almost always to have formed a prefix 
to the names of the Diospolitan kings. 

Before I proceed to give the phonetic names 
of the E^Tptian gods it may not be amiss to 
make you acqufunled with an intermediate dis- 
covery that gave me the certainty that the 
phonetic characters were in use up to, at least, 
the time of Psammitichus. It had struck me 
forcibly that such characters having been ap- 
plied to the names of stranger kings, the Roman 
emperors and Ptolemies, they would likewise, 
if known, have been made use of in describing 
the names of the Ethiopian sovoeigns, who had 
in like manner held the country in subjection 
(passing over the Persian kings, which I did not 
expect to meet with, from the hatred that is 
known to have existed against them, as holding 
the religion of the country in abhorrence) ; and 
you may readily imagine the pleasure I expe- 
rienced when I met, among my sketches made at 
Abydos, with the name of SABAKO,^ ox^SABA'

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KO^O, having the same termination as was 
found afterwards in AMENO^B. But my dis- 
covery did not stop here, or otherwise I might 
have had some doubts of the correctness of my 
application in this instance of the phonetic 
characters ; since, soon after, I traced in a sketch 
taken from the back of a small portico < at 
Medinet Haboo, the name of TIPAKA* and 
that 80 clearly expressed in characters that had 
. now become &miliar to me, as to leave no 
longer a doubt on the subject, the only varia- 
tion being the smgle horizontal line for T, 
which I had not before met with, and even 
this difficulty being soon removed by finding 
the same name written with "a hand," and 
that from Birkel (probably Napata) in Ethio- 
pia,* which M. linant, a gentleman ^nployed 
by Mr. Bankes to travel in that interesting 
district,* had kindly favoured me with ; thus

On Feb. 33d, 1823, he 
found himself among ih% splendid remains of that ancient 
cajntal, which bad not then been visited b; M. Caillaud, or 
any other European traveller. He was then on his return from 
Senuaw, beyond which city he had penetrated into the 
kingdom of Fasuolo so far as the 12th deg, N. lat. M. 
Unant retamed to Cairo in the summer of thesame year. He 
Is now in England, and has brought over with him his very 
copious notes, and a most finished collection of maps, plana, 
and drawings of every thing which he saw in his several 
joumies. 

With respect to the interesting name furnished by him 
to Mr. Salt from Birkel, Mr. Baokes finds that it was 
already included in his collections, he having found it upon 
a detached fragment lying at a place called Shatoonneh in 
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book of Kings, and proviog the name to be no 
other than that of " Tirbakah, king of Ethiopia, 
who came out to make war against Samacberib, 
king of Assyria." You may easily conceive 
my delight : here was " confirmation stroi^ as 
Holy Writ," that the phonetic was in use full 
seven hundred years b^ore the commencement 
of the Christian era, so far back as the time of 
the prophet Isaitdi, and by singular good for- 
tune ei^hlishing the reign of a sovereign eX' 
plicitly named in the Bible, yet of whose ex- 
istence learned men of high literary r^Hitatiou 
had been pleased to doubt. I particularly 
allude to Perizonius, who expresses bis opinion 
that Sabaco and Tirakah are one and the same 

Nubia, and at Thebes, on the very diminutive propylnum of 
the lesser temple at Medinet Haboo. ' It is however diicera- 
ible upon the inner face only of -diat building, since it has 
been carefully scraped ont whererei it occurred upon ita 
outer front. On the same foce where this name has dis- 
appeared, that of Ptolemy haa been inserted; and we thus 
obtain some clue lo the probable era and object of the 
erasure in this particnlar instance.' — TAi'i it the note made 
by Mr. Bamket on tie tpot in ^^18 1 ggreeing exactfy wttk 
what it remarked bjf Mr. Salt in the te^t, — Lohpoh, 1825. 
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BOTereign,' tbere being little difference in the 
name! as also to his learned commentator,* 
who attempts to prove from Josephus that 
Tirakah was an Arab. 

My discOT«7 was not confined to Ethiopian 
kings ; for, at the same moment, another name 
came under my eye, copied from the high 
granite rocks at ^epbantina, and also rescued 
from beneath the intrusive njune of a Ptolemy, 
from a la^ fallen colunm in front of the great 
temple at Kamak, and this gave in characters 
clear as noon-day the name of nSAMITIK ;' the 
onlynewcharacter in it, which resembles a pair 
of tongs, having been proved to represent T in 
the name of Domitian, plate II, No. i% The 
same name too is engraved on one of the small

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temples at Eleithias, and, as I Bubseqaently 
ascertained, on those fine monuments the obe- 
lisk Campensis and the obelisk in Monte Gito- 
T\Q, of which engravings are given by Zo^^ 
in his voluminous work upon obelisks. 

I have here to remark, that in all the instan- 
ces that have fallen under my observation, 
where the names of any of these kings are 
found, it is engraved in the second ring, the 
first appearii^ to contain a more mystical title. 

I now proceed to give a short account of 
some of the principal Egyptian deities, and the 
im;^eS' under which they are represented, toge- 
ther with their hieroglyphical as well as pho- 
netic names, wherever I have been able to make 
them out; by which alone we can hope, when 
our information on the subject shall be more 
complete, to attain a knowledge of all those 
names which are found on the more ancient 
temples and are coeval with them. 

I shall begin with the eight more ancient 
deities mentioned by Herodotus, whose names 
have not, to my knowledge, been hitherto 
exactly determined, though in my opinion they 
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caa be no other than the gods Kneeph, Neith; 
Pthah, Aman, Fhre, Athor, Bato.and Mendes. 

At the bead of these we may class Knuph, 
called also Icb Neupbi or Koeuph.' Of this 
god we have the following description givea 
by Porphyry: — "Hnjus porro Kw)0 imaginem, 
humana forma depingunt, colore cceruleo, zonam 
teaentem at sceptrum, pennam gerentem in 
capite, o?um ab ore prodacit a qao nascitor 
Deu8 qaem ^ypti Ptfaa, Grseci Vulcanum 
Tocant." 

His ims^e as here described is not uncom- 
tnon in the temples of Upper Egypt ;^ and the 
hieroglyphics by which he is represented are, 
a chicken watching an ostrich feather,' or the 
feather atone with a crouching figure,* or the flag 
representing '* God." ' These are almost invariaf 
biy followed by a goose and globe, or the egg 
with the globe and serpent, ordinarily signifying, 
" son of the Sun." 

The phonetic name of Kneeph is uncertain.

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He is also the Agathodffitnon represented by 
tbe image of the sacred serpent,' which forms 
the cornices of the temples and doors, is worn 
in front of tiieir diadems by all the gods as 
well as sovereigns, is dispersed throughout their 
dress, holds a conspicuous place in their grana- 
ries, and is attached to every thing that was 
wished to be put under his protection as the 
** good genius." * He also, under this image, 
enters into the celebrated union of tbe globe, 
wings,' and serpent, placed over the entrance 
of all the temples in Egypt The first is emble- 
matic of Fhre, the second of the goddesses 
Neith and Maut or Buto, and the last of 
Bjieeph ; by which combination it may have been 
intended to represent " the Sun canopied by the 
two firmaments,* and encircled by the good 
genius of the universe."

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The second I shall describe, as appearing 
in some manner to be connected with Kneeph, 
is Neith,' one of the great goddesses represent- 
ing the 6nnament. Her phonetic name is 
written in two different ways, with a waving 
line, N, two feathers, E, E, and tbeopper half of 
a circle, T,* or with a vase, N, and the upper part 
of a circle, T, or O,' these hieroglyphics being 
generally followed by an hieroglyphic that sig- 
nifies the "firmament," which is often foand 
filled Mith stars,* and is occasionally changed 
into one of the outstretched figures that over- 
hang the zodiac. The hieroglyphics signify- 
ing the firmament also form a sort of canopy 

very interestiDg design od the ceiling of the great portico 
at Philec. The lower, or that which more immediately 
encircles the earth, is meant, I conceive, to represent" Maut," 
or the " Mother." The superior, Neith, which would agree 
with the account given by Horns Apollo, "quoniamvide- 
tur apud ^gyptios Minerva quidem superius cceli hemi- 
Bpheerium occnpasse. Judo veio inferiue." The latter is evi- 
dently Maut, or Bulo.

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over every design of consequence throngbout 
Egypt She is also represented as a human 
figure with the head of a lion,' and as such is 
the companion of Kniiph ; and the goose and 
globe, with a feminine distinction, signifying, 
'* daughter of the Sun," are then generally an- 
nexed to her phonetic name.* On a mummy 
case in my possession this goddess as an out- 
stretched figure is represented as supported by 
Kniiph, who stands over a green figure recum- 
bent, which may probably designate E^ypt, or 
■ the Earth.* 

The third of the more ancient deities which 1 
shall notice is Pthas, or Pthah/ His pho- 
netic name is described by a square, <^, the 
upper half of a circle, 0, and a sort of twisted 
cord, A.' These characters " Dr. Young has 
^ven for " beloved ;" but I feel no doubt that

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Ibey rather represent " Pthah," and that the 
hieroglyphic or hoe which he has given for the 
name of that deity designates " MEE," or be- 
loved, as he himself has translated it in speaking 
of one of the kings Ramesses-mee-Amun.' 
This is confirmed also by the hoe being changed 
for another character like a bier, also phonetic 
for M, as likewise by its being often followed by 
two feathers representing more exactly the sonnd 
of MEE, as likewise by its being frequently con- 
nected with the names of other deities, where it 
can only express " beloved," and where the name 
of Pthah is wanting. Another strong circum- 
stance in favour of the correctness of my 
application of these characters (the square, half- 
circle, and twisted cord) is, that in the inscrip- 
tion on the fine granite t^let below the sphinx 
they are foond incased in a square,' as are oc- 
casionally the names of other gods, and espe- 
cially of deified kings. Ptbah, according to 
Horus Apollo, had for his emblem a scarabee, 
and in confirmation of the correctness of this

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observation I hare to remark, that in the temples 
a deity is often foand under the form of a 
human 6gure with a Bcarabee over its head, 
sometimea encircled by the globe and serpent. ' 
The great deity at Memf^is, represented under 
the form of a pigmy,* bears also a scarabee on 
his head, and no doubt r^resents the god 
Pthah,' as Herodotus, speaking of the derision 
vrith which Cambyses beheld the statae of ^ig 
deity at Memphis, says, " for this statue of Vul- 
can is very like those gods the Pbenicians call 
" nantxos" that they carry in front of their tri- 
remes, which to those who bare not seen them 
i can only describe as pigmies in the ** human 
form." In one instance at Phils, a deity with 
the hien^lypbic of " two arms" over its head 
bad before it the phonetic name of Pthah, ^ 
without any other hien^lypbic. 

The deity I shall class as fourth is Amun,* 
who is commonly represented by an image with

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the human fonn, of a black colour, and the 
bead of a ram, sunaounted with the globe and 
serpent. Tbe hieroglyphics by which he is 
designated are a chicken, or ram, watching a 
vase.' He is also typified by a small crouch- 
ing figure with the head of a ram. But the 
Theban Jore, or Amun, is depicted as a per- 
fect human figure, of a black colour, with a 
peculiar head-dress, which is formed of the 
globe and two long strait feathers. His pho- 
netic name is written with a feather. A* a sort of 
crown, Jif,* and the waring line, JV,* or the eye, 
an hieroglyphic like a bier, and the waving 
line.* It very frequently is followed by the 
characters of a globe and a small oblong square, 
and is then evidently Amiin Fbre. It con- 
tinually recurs in all Diospolitan monuments, 
and forms a part of the names of almost all the 
kings of that dynasty. This image is common 
in bronze.

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I shall class as fifth the god Phre,' or as it 
may have been expressed, Ph're, "the Sun," 
though I entertain some doubt whether he was 
not the second, at least, of this higher ord^ -of 
!^yptian deities. He is generally represented 
by a globe,* which ' is often encircled by the 
serpent,* and is hieroglyphically designated by 
the same emblem, together with a small upright 
oblong square,* which together may perhaps 
express phonetically Ph're. His attributes are 
involved in mystery, and it seems doubtful 
whether he was ever represented under the sem- 
blance of any terrestrial figure, unless it be that 
of the hawk,' (assumed also as their emblem 
by minor deities,) since it will be observed that 
in the rings containing the names of the more 
ancient kings, the globe is often changed for a 
-small crouching figure with the hawk's bead,^ 
surmounted by the globe and serpent. 
. The next I have to notice is Athor/ This

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goddess is represented under the form of a 
female with a peculiar head-dress,' composed of 
a globe, embraced by two npright slender horns, 
and sannounted by two long feathers. She is 
also the mystical goddess depictured by the 
sacred image of a cow,* found at the end of 
most papyri, and in the more secret adyta of 
the tombs. Her true hieroglyphical designation 
is the figure of a hawk enclosed in a square, with 
a smaller square at one of its comers.' Ber 
phonetic name, which is frequently met with, is 
written wUh a feather, A, the upper half of a cir- 
cle, O, and two convex lines meeting at each 
end, F,* with two dots under the last hierogly- 
phics, which usually gire a double force to the 
character. In one instance I have found it 
delineated by a feather, A^ two horizontal lines, 
(perhaps J, B) and the two convex lines, P.* It 
may be here observed that the sacred eye so 
frequently met with on amulets, with the appen-

dfl^ which Dr. Yoang has mistaken for a tear, 
and the tendril issuing from it, is the eye with 
which Athor, when in the form of a cow, is in- 
Tariably represented. 

I shall class as the seventh of the greater 
deities the goddess Buto, or Mant.' She re- 
presents the lower firmament, and is design%tted 
hke Neith by an outstretched female %ure, 
which is also occasionally found as her charac- 
teristic hieroglyphic* Her phonetic pame is 
written with an npright line surmounted by a 
sort of Greek " Mu," M, and the upper half of a 
sphere,* followed by an ^g. She is also deli- 
neated under the form of a human figure with 
a lion's head, and is designated as " mother," 
one of her titles, bythe hierc^lyphic of avulture.* 
It is to he observed, that notwithstanding these 
two goddesses, Maut and Neith, are designated 
by the "vulture," yet the same emblem is as- 
sumed by other goddesses of inferior rank, a 
circumstance particularly noticed by Horus

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Apollo,' and that its wings are ext^ided over 
their heads as well as over those of royal fe- 
males as an oraament, its head being advanced 
before the forehead, as, in oUier cases, that of 
the agathodsemon, or snake. 

The eighth and last of the great deities is 
Mendes,* or the generative power of nature. 
He is represented under the form of a human 
figure, widi the head of a goat advanced in 
front of the forehead,' and designated hierogly- 
phically by a square, a dot, and a chicken 
watching over them/ He is represented under 
other forms in his generative' capacity, which it 
will not be necessary for me here to enter upon. 
I have not yet discovered his phonetic name. 

* Having so often quoted this author, I may here state, 
that though I am convinced, for numerous reasoDs, that the 
first book, and the first part of the second, are written by a 
penoa perfectly acqn^ted vith Egyptian hieroglyphics, 
yet so am I perfectly persuaded that the remainder is a vile 
interpolation, excepting perhaps the three or four last 
hieroglyphics, which seem to have been reserved from the 
ori^nal work, and placed at the end, more efiectually to 
deceive the reader.

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I have now to notice a few of the minor dei- 
ties, and to point oat their phonetic names, 
as welt as the pure hien^lyphics by which 
they are designated ; the latter are in gene- 
ral those given by Dr. Young,' which have 
since been confirmed by my own observa- 
tions. 

Brmes.* — His phonetic name is written with a 
half-circle turning down, and a small circle in 
its centre E,P, three branches of the date fruit, 
M, and the character resembling a pot-hook, X' 
This name I ascertained at Eleithias, where 
different guests are marked " writer of Ermes," 
" priest of Ermes," " attendant of Hermes," &c. 
as there are others designated "writer, priest," 
&c. of Amun and other deities. The celestial 
Ermes, to which this I conceive applies, is re- 
presented as a mammy-figure with the human 
head, as I am led to believe, among what are 
termed the four Saviour Gods. 

Taut or Thoth * is represented as a human

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figure, with an Ibis head,' and ia designated in 
pure hieroglyphics by the same bird standing 
on a sort of perch.* This is generally accom- 
panied by the phonetic name, two parallel 
horizontal lines, T,Tor 0,0,' or by a balf-drcle, 
T, or 0, with two dashes under it, which express 
that it ia to be doubled/ 

Osiris.^ His figures and emblems are well 
known. He is designated by an eye and a 
chair ; as is Isis foy the chair, a half-circle, and 
an e^;*' and the figure supposed to be Nephthe 
by a half-circle or cup, the round part down- 
wards, on a sort of square pedestal, and the 
two last characters as those of Isis. At Pbilie 
is the figure of a female deity, with a crown of 
feathers on her bead,^ which from the phonetic 
character accompanjring it would appear to be 
that of Nephthe. Theyarecomposedof an arm,

and a crouching figure, £, which may be de- 
ciphered ** ANE^OE" ' Homs is designated 
by a hawk, or the figure of a child with one 
hand pointing to the lipB.* The figures of tliese 
deities are so common, that it is needless for 
me to dwell upon them. 

Anubis,* or the deity with the head of a fox, 
(commonly mistaken for a dog's,) is designated 
in pure hieroglyphics by a 6gure of the same 
animal. His phonetic name is very frequently 
found clearly expressed by a feather. A, the 
waving line, N, and a square, ^, and in two in- 
stances^ on a mummy case in my possession, he 
is called " son of Isis," which seemed to me to

The phonetic name of Seth or Sothis' is very 
frequent, but it is generally found accompany- 
ing the name of Isis ; so that I cannot say under 
what im^e be was depicted. It is composed 
of a star, X, the upper half of a circle, 6, and an 
^g, Si the hieroglyphic like a pot-hook, X, the 
upper half of a circle and an egg, a star, the 
upper half of a circle and an adder, and other 
similar characters. 

Serapi.* This interesting phonetic name, fol- 
lowing what appears to be a sort of water-wheel, 
was found at Edfou. It is written with a star, 
X a crouching figure, jl, the two convex lines 
meeting at each end, P, a square, n, and an 
arm,/. 

The figure of the deity, or genius representing 
the Nile,^ whose l^yplian name I am unac- 
quainted with, is represented by an hermaphro- 
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dite figure of a dark coloar, bearing on its bead 
a cluster of the lotus, and is generally engaged 
in pouring out water from a vase. It is hierogly- 
phically designated by three vases,' of the same 
shape as that which the figure carries united 
into one. The crouching figure I have given, in 
plate III, of this deity* is taken from a. very 
curious and interesting design at Philte ; it is 
encircled . by the serpent, and this above and 
behind is enclosed by granite rocks. The Nile 
seems to have been worshipped only at Hajjar* 
Silsili, where a king is represented presenting 
an ofiering to it under the fignre above men- 
tioned. There is also a short votive inscription 
in Greek on the rock adjoining, addressed to 
the same deity. 

: The last figure which I shall give is that 
of the Egyptian Esculapius.' This was first 
discovered by. me on '. the facade of a small 
temple, which I excavated on my last voyage 
to Thebes, and was clearly, ascertained to cor-

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respond with the Esculapius mentioned in a 
Greek inscription engraved on the cornice of 
the same front, a fac-simile of which is given 
with explanations of Plate III. It runs thus ; 
" BatnTiitis iTroXijUOJOf xeu Btivi>.tv<ra KTktmraTpct 
Oeoi eiri^aves xat ZfroXefuxio; o vtog Airxtiiprteat. 
The figure is every where accompanied by the 
hieroglyphics of a feather, (sometimes two,) an 
upright line with a sort of Greek vm at the 
top,' a roll of papyrus, and the upper half of a 
circle, with a square ; which I noted therefore at 
the time as designating his names, and I traced 
them afterwards similarly situated in several 
of the temples where the same figure is engraved. 
These hieroglyphics, it will be observed, form 
phonetically the name of IMOTO^, (which last 
character may be only an expletive termination, 
as it sometimes seems to be in AMENO00 and 
ZABAK0e4i), that I find to have been the 
I^yptian name of Esculapius ; and this is con- 
firmed by a papyrus in my possession, that 
contains the expression " AirxTtTjwioti o sirnv Iftm- 
flou uiof Hf aio-Tou." It is also interesting to ob- 
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serre, that the same deity is termed, in the hie- 
rc^lyphics accompanying the Greek inscription 
on the little temple, " Son, beloved of Pthafa." 
The hieni^lyphic inscription also otherwise cor- 
responds to the Greek, in having two rings in it 
containing the phonetic name of Ptolemy and 
Cleopatra, as dedicators of the temple to {month. 
With the assistance of the figures and hiero- 
glyphical designations of the different deities 
above noticed, 1 have been enabled to decipher 
the following names of the ancient kings, or 
Pharaohs of Egypt, which I offer to the consi- 
deration of my fellow labourers. I have arranged 
them in chrooolc^cal order, and formed them 
into a sort of table, giving first the names of the 
kings as drawn chiefly from the list of Manetho, 
and opposite each, in Greek letters, the mode in 
which it is expressed in the phonetic characters.

Returning to the names of the kings, I may re- 
mark, that one of the most interesting is that of 
Ramesea Thothmosis, who was nearly cotempo- 
rary, as the best chronotogists agree, with Mosea. 
The fine temple of Amada in Nubia, the granite 
tablet before the Sphinx, the granite sanctuary 
at Kamak, a small granite propylon under the 
mountain at Goumoo, the obelisk at Alexan- 
dria, and other noble remains, attest the splen- 
dour of his reign ; and it is certainly curious to 
observe that there is not the trace of any mona- 
ment remaining throughout E^'pt or Nubia of 
earlier date. 

The next of consequence which I consider 
clearly established, are those of Rameses me 
Amun,' or Amun me Ramesis, and his son 

' It was probably a deaceodant of the family who fell at 
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Amenoph, called erroneously by the Romans 
Memnon.' Tbe greater part of the older moou- 
ments existing are constructed by these two 
sovereigns, and the tombs at Biban 1 Moluk 
seemto have been exclusively possessed by their 
family. The period in which they reigned seems 
to bare formed the brightest period of the I^yp- 
tian monarchy. How highly the character of 
Amenoph was estimated at Thebes will appear 
by a large quarter of the city being designated 
after bis name, and by bis having been ranked, 
as several inscriptions testify, among even the 
greater gods, ft is worthy of remark, that all 
the temples bearing the names of these kings, 
as well as those of Rameses Thothroosis, carry in 

the siege of Troy. The Romaits were proud to assert that 
80 great a kiog and hero as Amenoph had fought aide by 
Bide with their progenitor Sntat ; but it is evident that the 
one vho fell there could have no pretension to this distinc- 
tion, if any faith is to be placed in the date of the siege of 
Troy, which is nearly two hundred years posterior to the 
reign of this sovereign. 

' I found aa inscription at Thebes ezpressing the venera- 
tion of some person for " Memnon," whom he calls also 
" Amenoth, o Qatt rar Qcwv rpttTuv," 
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their appearance most coDTincing proof of their 
antiquity, evincing a style of architecture that 
was at once highly finished, grand, and charac- 
teristic. The remains oflpsambul Kamak, Me- 
dinet Haboo, and the Meinnonium, are glorious 
examples of the perfection to which Egyptian 
architecture had then attained, which flourished, 
as far as I can trace, to the reign of Psammitichus, 
but which may probablyhave continued up to the 
reign of Amasis and the destructive invasion of 
the Persians. Among the most characteristic 
ornaments of these more ancient edifices are the 
fine battle scenes* portrayed on their walls, in 
which there is a freedom of hand, and bold- 



' No drawing has been yet published in Europe that can 
give any just notion of their merit. I do not in any way 
mean to compare Greek and Egyptian art ; but I am myself 
convinced that Greece first received the arts from E^ypt, 
probably about the time of the Persian invasion, when the 
best of the workmen fled, or were carried from their 
country ; and the Egyptian ait had just that kind of merit 
which was well calculated to form a good style id the hands 
of men of superior talents like the Greeks, unfettered by the 
rammels of forms unalterably conventional. 
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ness of design, that give ub no contemptible 
idea of their progress in sculpture. 

I shall here conclude for the present with an 
opinion, that the fact being now clearly esta- 
blished that phonetic hieroglyphics were in use in 
the efU'lier period of the Egyptian monarchy, 
their application will not be found to be con- 
fined . to the names of gods, kings, or places. 
Two demonstrative articles, " ta," "pa," mascu- 
line and* feminine, "en," the sign expressing 
" of, " and " mi," signifying " appertaining to," 
or "beloved," have already been discovered ; and 
I do not hesitate to say that, with a complete 
knowledge of Coptic,' and close application to 
this study in £^ypt, a person might be able in 
no long time to decipher whole inscriptions. 
Every where, I conceive, the real hieroglyphics 
and phonetic characters will be found to be 
mingled together, as in the rings of the Ptole- 
mies and Roman emperors ; and this of course 
will require a double study, in which any great

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prepress can only be the teaalt of extreme pa- 
tience and labour. For myself, to have esta* 
blished beyond all doubt in the phonetic cha- 
racters the names of Thothmosis, Amenoth, 
Psammilichos, Sabaco, and that of TirHakah, a 
king of Ethiopia coeval with Isiuah the prophet, 
and mentioned by him, is, I must own, a circam- 
stance that consoles me at last for many hours, 
1 may say days, occupied in these studies ; and 
may serve perhaps as a hint to future travellers, 
to show that there can be rarely any thing in 
the shape of an ancient record unworthy of their 
attention, Hince, though at the moment of copying 
unknown characters and mutilated inscripUons* 
it seems to be a very hopeless and unpromising 
undertaking, there is no knowing to what im- 
portant consequences it may ultimately lead.

f THINK it necessary to state that I have been 
almost deterred from this publication by a sight 
of the last work of M. Champollion ^, in 
which I find that this eminent scholar has fore- 
stalled me in a great number of my names of 
Egyptian gods and kings. The present essay, I 
have to state, was written and shown to several 
persons in February last, when a series of fomily 
afflictions and severe illness prevented its being 
faiiiy copied out, and the plates completed up 
to the present time. During this period, I think 
at Uie latter end of April, M. Champollion's 
Egyptian Fantfaeon, or at least some numbers 
of it were shown to me by M. Le Lorraine, to 
whom I had communicated the scope of this 
essay ; and on the third of Ai^st I saw in the 
hands of Signor Anastasy, but have not yet 
read it, the first copy of M. Champollion's 
" Precis du Syst^me Hi^roglyphique des Anciens 
^^yptiens," (Paris, 1824,) that reached Egypt; 
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and I can conscientiously assert that I Iiave not 
altered a single word in this essay in conse- 
quence of the sight of either of his works. 

Though the publication of M. Champollion's 
last work is in 1824, (I do not know the month,) 
it is not improbable that his catalogue of kings 
may have been made out some time before ; so 
that he in all likelihood may hare the honour of 
prior discovery, as of publication. It cannot, 
however, but be gratifying to him, as it has been 
to me, to find his ideas thus confirmed by the 
singular coincidence -of two persons in such 
distant parts of the globe, without the slightest 
communication between them, coming by diffe- 
rent modes of deduction to the same . conclu- 
sions on so unpromising and intricate a subject ; 
a circumstance that seems to me to afford the 
surest proof of the solidity of the basis on which 
our premises are founded— his- phonetic alpha- 
bet ; the correctness of which becomes thereby, 
I conceive, most decisively established, and it is 
this in great measure which has determined me 
to persist in the publication.
